Our Members at Ottawa- 

Perhaps nono of tlio many rebukea lhat 
the Country-RoUora have received is more 
keenly folt tlian that which has boon nd- 
niinisterod to the loader of that insignifi- 
cant party by his fellow-mombors at Otta- 
wa. Hero ia a man ocoupying tho posi- 
tion of representativB of tho largest and 
^^moat important oonstituenoy in this Pro- 
vince, who has "served his country for 
—sixteen years" in political positions, -who 
has been the liei^d of the GtoTornment of 
, Ithis Provinoo, vrho ;ha8 hobnobbed with 
politicians And statesmen of tho old and 
new worlda, who has been in tho "holi- 
• e .t of holies," vho maintains a nowspa- 
psr to write himself into fame and posi- 
tion and his enemies into oblivion, — 
here, wo say, is a man possessing all these 
» Wantages, utterly ignored by hiafollow- 
TOombers— treated with cold contempt 
and resorva which culminates (when pre.s- 
aed for reasons) in tho frank, admiasion 
that they "cannot trust him, and would 
rather work without him." No man over 
entered politico under more favorable cir- 
cumstaneea, and no man (in Canada, at 
loaKt) has experienced a more disastroua 
fall than Mr. UoCosnios. With all the 
advantages lhat oxpoiionco coiihl give 
him, with all the pros.suro lhat paid ofli- 
oialdom and hired organs could bring to 
bear in his favor, witli all tho rovenuo.sof 
tho Local Government at his disposal, 
how docs it happen that we liud Mr. De- 
Cosmos at Ottawa to-day without a single 
follower? ilow is it that Sonatora and 
Commoners alike join in saying "that he 
is unworthy of their coufidoiice?" What 
can have led to this wretched termination 
of a long— we wish we could say useful- 
political career? The opposition that ho 
meets with cannot tpring from preju- 
dice—for we fmd Senator Carrall and Mr 
Dewdnoy, who worked in harmony with 
him during three previous sessions, 
amongst those who protest against admit- 
ting him to their confidence. Mr. Buns- 
ter, who was once a staunch friend, joins 
in tho general distrust. We find Mr. Cun- 
ningham, whom tho organ claimed to boa 
follower of Mr. DeCosmos, agreeing to the 
statement lhat he is "not to be trusted 
and that ho would rather not work with 
him." We fiud Mr. Eoscoo and Senator 
Macdonald — than whom no more patriot- 
io men represent any Province of tho 
Dominion — who would gladly work with 
him if they could do so in honor, compel- 
led to ignore him entirely. And, lastly 
Senator Macdonald and Mr. Thompson 
shiiro in tho general want of conli- 
deuco. Tho opposition cannot arise 
from the fact that Mr. DeCosmos 
claims to be a Beformer, be- 
cause Mr. Cunningham and Mr. Bunstor 
are both Reformers, and a/l stated in 
thsir addresses that they wi)l support Mr. 
Maokenzie's Government if ho will do 
justice to British Columbia. It cannot 
be the overweening vanity, the excessive 
' ambition, the droll eccentricities, tho 
bumptionsness of the man, that have 
alienated all his fellow-members. Those 
defects came into existence with the man, 
will last OS long as ho lasts, and have ne- 
ver been a bar to his finding a few follow- 
ers. No; to none of these causes ia duo 
the united opposition of the representa- 
tives from every District of this Province 
° thiktii he finds himself in the position of 
the twelfth juror who complained of the 
obstinacy of tho other eleven. But it ex- 
ists because experience has shown that 
patriotism is a sentiment that finds no 
lodgment in Mr. DeCosmos' breast; be- 
cause his every act has been that of a sor- 
did, grasping politician, who supported 
the late Ministry until it was defeated, 
and now supports the Mackenzie Ministry 
for faar that certain favors enjoyed by 
his relatives and partners should be 
withdrawn ; because he has been proved 
to be a trcukling, designing political 
knavo who in his printed address claimed 
to be an "independent candidate," yet 
site to-day at No. iS on the Troasiiry 
benches without first inquiring whether 
British Columbia will bo dealt fairly by 
or not; an nnacrupulous, libellous writer 
who hesitated not to accuse a fellow mem- 
ber of tho crime of forgery, or to 
deny that he had made tho wicked 
charge when brought to "book" for it, 
and finally because he sent a telegram tu 
Mr. Scott declaring that Briti.ih Col- 
umbia would sujjport Mr. Mackenzie's 
Eaihvay policy, and tbuc diniieJ having 
done so. Th^Be are a few of tho^rcasons 
why Mr. DeCosmos fuiils himself i)oliLi 
cally stranded at Ottawa. Such luo some 
of the reasons why not ono British Col- 
umbian will be seen in his company for 
fear of being set down as o friend or fol- 
lower. Wo would gladly have spared tha 
ex-Premier tho pain which this expose 
must cause ^him and tho consternation 
that it will create in tho ranks of his few 
political friends wlio foolishly imagined 
that he was to bo invited to 
take a seat in tho Cabinet; 
but the unblushing falsehoods and scurri- 
lous attacks ^jf tho organ of tho "tiifted 
and Genial" gentleman have rendered fur- 
ther concoaluiout of his disgraceful 
position impossible; and after mature de- 
liberation wo have (leoiilcd to give him 
the I benefit of some of the facts in our 
poBsessiou.

Their Honors Chief Justica Bogbio and 
Judge* Gray aud Oreaao opeuod tlie 
Boyal Commiasion At 10 o'olook in tlio 
morning at the Oourt House; C. E. Too- 
loy, Esii,, Ilogistrnr, nctitij? us Roorotary. 
I'lio hon. Pieiniisi- and Attoinoy-Gcnenil 
oonduetod tho cnao for Goveniinent;John 
Bobson, Esq., M. i'. T. acted for 
tUo people. 

John Mhoher, lato book-keeper to 
Moo^y, Dietz & Nelson, vras tho first 
■witness called, but failed to appear. 

Mr. Rohson said lio understood that 
tlicir Lordships liiu^ taken some ovidouoo 
frora ths witnoss M*ehcr, in Victori.i.and 
ho desirfd to linow the iiai.iiro of it, 

Tlioii- Lordships t'onHultoii. 

Mr. Ilobson was uot nwaro that tlio in- 
fomatioa acijaired by tho examination 
•( Maoher -was not in evidonce. His object 
in asking for tlio information was to seo 
how far it luiglit boar on the production 
•f tbo books of tho lirni. 

Tho Cliief Justice snid tho ovidonco of 
Maohor -was something, but yet of yory 
little importauco. Tho witness, how- 
erer, might bo required to explain anj 
entries in the books which mi^bt not be 
understood by tho Commissioners; the 
p:irtuera, however, were responsible tox 
their own books. 

Mr. Ilobson disclaimed nny do?iro to 
pry into tho private atluirs of witnesses. 

'Jihe Ohief Justice thought with Mr. 
" BdibsoS tBa6 tbe endeiioe^attob oa it was, 

The Secretary then read tho evidence 
of Macher. 

Mr. Nelson rose excitadly aud protest- 
ed. 

The Chief Justice— You must wait till 
the evidence is finished, you must sit 
down or lieave the Coucfc. 

The Chief Justice— Owing to the very 
nnsatiafactory manner in which the ovi- 
douca of the principal witnesses was giv- 
en, the Court is compelled to avail them- 
selves of sucli matter as they may deem 
valuable as evidence. 

His Lordship oorlinued to animadvert 
with considerable severity on tho mannor 
in which Messrs. Moody and Dalby had 
given their ev-idenco. 

ThobjoLs were th en conanlted, touch- 
ing a few of the entries, wiiich were ex- 

Slained by Messrs. Moody, Nelson and 
ughes-^They showed a sura of $1395,- 
filfipen^ed onoicoount of the mining 
eoinpanyfiitp^^o ^'^^ ^^^^ March last. 
Amongst other entries -was one of SIO 
paid to J. C. Hughes, which tho latter 
explniued w;i4 tho expense of his trip to 
New SVeatmiaster and back to Burrard 
Inlet, in procuring his certificate of im- 
provement for his pre-emption ou Texada 
Island. Hughes stAted in his examina- 
tion that tho claim washis own,and stood 
in Ilia name. He afterwards admitted that 
the claim was part and parcel of the min- 
ing coinpaiij'H ground. He gave the 
first part of his evidence iu a very con- 
fused and contradictory manner. 
Ha laid the claim was taken up 
by him for the company. He had a con- 
versation with Moody wlicnTrim tirstdis- 
covered the mine, and Moody eipro.ssod 
himself desirous that w-itness should take 
up a pro-eiuption. Tho reason ho did so 
was because Moody could not take it up 
bimiielf. Moody promised witness that 
when a company was formed, witness 
should be one of tbem. Witness never 
learned tho names of the conipauy, ho 
had perfect oonfulonco in Moody aud 
ankad no questions. Ho did uot know 
thai DftC'osmos and Walkoni wore to have 
shares; Mr, Moody told him that he had 
offered ^ ah'are to Mr. "Walkem, but he 
declined. Whan witness went to Toxada 
with Walkcm, tho latter threw cold water 
ou tho adventure aud said it would be 
worthless for many years. I pro-orapted 
•loneia July; fivo persons pre-empted in 
June; my brother was one of them, ho 
pre-emptsd at my suggestion; I was so 
instructed; I made out tho applications 
for tho greater part of tho apidicants; 
I often do such things. Could not say 
at whoso suggestion tho others pro-ompt- 
ad. Mudo out Major's application. Made 
out Smith'.s appliontion; bo was at Bur- 
rard Inlet a few days' ago ; ho iias not 
gono to Ottawa. Thos, Wilson was for- 
merly in »nr omploj;. I wrote tho body 
of tho application; it is signed with his 
mark. I do not rocolloct at whoso sug- 
gestion H. Smith prc-ouiptcd. 1 prcsumo 
Major pre-empted at my KUggestiou. 
Can't recollect what I f-aid to Major; 
Bloody and Trim would l)0 ablo to suy 
if Major was to be a member of tho com- 
pany. Could not say whether Major pre- 
empted his land for a homestead or for 
account of tlio Iron Mining Co, 

A discussion ensued touching tho char- 
nctor of the avideiice iidniiHsiblo in tho 
enquiry, in which all the Coiiunis.sionors 
and Mr. Ilobson took part. 

Mr. Walkain said that Mr. Kobson had 
stattd that lie was not pursuing the case 
with the objeet of afTecting the ministry, 
but (o cruHh Moody, Dietz & Nelson, who 
had Ihoir iron hool upon his neck; and 
lis was bound to crush them, it was, 
thoroforo, his duty to put a stop to such 
an inquisitorial iuvestigation as the pre- 
sent, lest it should form a precedent, and 
ho would thoa bo obliged to estiiblioh an 
Inquisition on every potty question in 
tho House. After some discussion 

Mr. Robaon distinctly donied that he 
Lad made any such statemont about 
Moody, l)iot7, Sc. Nelson, and was prepar- 
ed to swear tliut ho had never done so. 
Judge Gray made some remarks. 
Mr. JloliHou pdinted out that this styl* 
of taking up land ostensibly for agricul- 
tural piirpo.sps, but really for another 
purpose, tho hurried nntl irregular re- 
cording aud granting of cortiticates of 
impro?eBient and other matters gave 
strong grounds of suapioioQ, aadperfoot- 
)"j justiliod tho present inquiry. 

.Mr, Walkem said the Howso \ronld ne- 
ver have t'niuted a Eoyal Oommission in 
order to investigate tho manner of taking 
up olaims, Mr. liobson had carried on 

J he «nauiry very cunningly, eliciting 



investigation as Intended for the Boyal 

Commission. _ . s ' 
Judge Crease said that Mr. Bobson was 

not open to tho charge of unnecessarily 
prying into private aflairs, and ho 
thought his brotlior Judges acquiogced. 

Tho Chief Justice said the evidence, so 
far, had failed directly to connect promi- 
nent members of tho Government with 
the transaction, but certainly enough liad 
been elicited to justify the attacks of the 
watch dogs of the public — the newspa- 
pers, and to create the gravest .suspiciou.n. 

Hughes (cross-examined by Ilobson) — 
Moody told mo about the mine, at Bur- 
rard Inlet, I CMi't recollect how I lirst 
camo to know about tho mine. Tho object 
of UeCosmos and Walkem going to tho 
. mine is impoasible for me. to aay. Can 't 
say why Mr. Moody offered a share in the 
mmo to Walkem. There wos no distinct 
understanding as to how the charges 
wore to bo mndo. 

Judge Gray observed that the certifl- 
oato of improvement given to Hughe* 
was proved correct by the declaration of 
Qoorgo F. Smith and Harry Trim. If 
there was anything illlegal in tho matter 
it mu.st bo brought before another court. 

Mr. Kobson.— The act granting tho cer- 
tificate might not bo wrong in itself, but 
when ono uiomlior of a Government was in- 
timately eonneoted witli and deeply in- 
terofltod in taking up land, it wa.s detri- 
mental to good government. 

Tho Chief Justice said it would bo very 
dangerous to rip up the title of Moody 
Diet/, & Nelson unless the connection of 
Government oould be proved." 

Mr. Kobson — 1 hsvesliown that DoCos 
mos desired to have, and Imd a cominia- 
sion to sell, besides holding a secret in- 
terest in the mine. 

Tho Chief Justice objected to tho fur- 
ther examination of Hughes in that direc- 
tion unless bis transactions oonld be con- 
nected with OoTeniment. 

S. r. Moody recalled. — Am aware that 
DeCoaraos took with him the iron ore and 
tho sketch that I gave him, I did not 
give him any instructions; ho asked nio 
to give him some specimens of iron ore 
to take with him to Canada for hia own 
use; I did not know what he was going to 
do with them; I did not say he was going 
to sell the mine; there were about forty or 
fifty lbs. in a small box; I don't know 
that special steps were taken to pass the 
box through the United. Statea.-i I dou't 
know anything about theoife.* Tfie sketoh 
was obtained by mo; Hargraveswas there 
to see how mueh land contained the ore. 
T/ie ore and sketch tetre given to DeCosmos 
irith t/ie object nf !^e.Uin<j the mine. No jjrice 
was named, but ho was tu sell it if ho 
could; ho had no authority to soil at all, 
but I thought him a very good party as 
ho had been talking iron for two or three 
years. I refer to tho last time DeCosmo.s 
went away; I think Mr. DeCosmos took 
some ore before that; I don't know any- 
thing about a telegram from DoCosmos to 
Dalby ; Mr. DeCosmos wrote me a letter 
from Victoria, asking if the parties hold- 
ing the mines wore willing to sell; I think 
that was all that was in the latter; I never 
answered it. I heard the purport of tho 
telegram through Dalby, who sent ma the 
telegram; don't recollect the contents of 
the Totter from Dalby; I don't keep all 
Huch letters, aud cannot find them now. 
I write to Dalby every two weeks, and I 
think I told Dalby I had no authority; 
don't know whether I was iu Victoria at 
all iu November; I can't keep the dates in 
my head. Did not spend Christmas in 
Victoria; I think I was in Victoria in Jan- 
uary; I don't know how near lean come 
to tho first time I Dalby after receiv- 
ing his letter. I am not aware that Mr. 
Dalby was excited about the iron mine. 
I dou't see Dalby very often. I heard 
Dalby say the mine was said to be worth 
$150,000; heard him say he thought it 
might be sold for that sum. At the first 
intimation I had of tho discovery at Tex- 
ada, Hughes was presont, and the matter 
was talked over by us tliou; have never 
heard from DeCosmos since ho left. Part 
of the books were kept by Chambers and 
part by Macher; the supplies or other ex- 
penditure were to bo charged to the ac- 
count of tho miuo. Tho tripsof the steamer 
were not charged to tlie mine; don't know 
which of tho companies on the Island 1 
was principally interested in; don't think 
in any of those named. (l''ive companies 
were called over.) Did uot think thorn 
of much account; never fixed a price even 
in my own mind. I swear I did not say, I 
did not take the ministers about for no- 
thing and that I knew what 1 was about. 
Did not say anything to (Japt. Devoreux; 
never said that DoCosmos told mo he 
would not give a snap of his finger for 
pre-emption; never heard any such con- 
versation. DeCosmos said he would like 
to have tho salo of the mine when a pro- 
j)cr title was obtained. Last time I saw 
him in Victoria lio so ezpreased himself; 
told him when tho titlo for tho mine v,'aK 
obtained wo would communicate with 
him. I remarked that I thought tho 
prico ought to be 8150,000 and that I 
would no glad if ho could sell it for that; 
I would allow him a good round commis- 
sion; never hoard or said anything about 
five per cent. I tliiiik tliat would bo a 
very small conmiission ; this conversation 
occurred two days before he went to Otta- 
wa. It was in ooniequeuoe of my con- 
versation with Mr. jDalby that I nam- 
ed 8150,(100. I would now take 
half tluit sum. I liftvo no infDrination 
about placing tho salo of tho inino in tlio 
hands of Sproat. DeCosmos told nio he 
had spoken about it. I ollorod both to 
DoCosmos and to Walkem shares in tho 
mine, but thoy both declined'; thay were 
not togothor; don't remember to which of 
them I first mado tho oirer; can't say wliy 
DoCosmos refused; can't say why Do(!ob- 
nios spoke in do])reciation of tho uiino. 
Jlr. DeC. mado no remark as to the vul- 
uo of tho luino; he did not say ho was go- 
ing to try tho European market; before 
ho went to Europe uo took some apeoi- 
luons; we nil took specimens; he took 
those ho had with him to Victoria; he 
was speaking about tho Pacific Kailroail; 
I think Dalby submitted J. L. CJrimii'.s 
name for tho iMalospina Co.; Hnglies 
drew up Crimp's ajiplication; I think I 
was in Dalby's oflice in tho store when he 
spoke about the mine; don't know who 
was present, think Dalby's brother.

Clarlte 
ho donied it and said he was never ou tho 
Island.

Our neighbours at tho Songiah village 
are having a h>/as poUach, f.inglioo, a 
great gift. Tribes are gathered from all 
parts aud nights aro niada hideous by 
the orgies. Among.st tho ancient usa- 
ges still observe^' by the natives" of this, 
coast' is that of gif ts.Svhiohi are r^ade when 
building a new house, (.souiotimea thou- 
sands of blankets aro given away to those 
who assisted to rai.se it by the owner of 
tho houso and his relations,) and when 
tho cluef or chiefs of a tribo acquire a 
certain amount of property, oil of which 
i.s given away to tho neighboring tribes, 
who are j)reEont by invitation. Of the lat- 
ter sort IS t'lo one now on hand. It com- 
menced last Sunday and wiU.last all this 
week. An invitation iias been sent to 
every tribe from CJnpo Boalo lo Gomox,on 
this island; in Wiishington Territory, 
from Cajio Flattery up Pugot Sound as 
far as Nisqually; from Port Townsend, 
tiorlli wards by Homihamoo, up the Frasor 
to Now Westminster, thonco along tho 
coast by Burrard Inlet to Siieechell. Tho 
number present e.Kcoods 2,O0J, The supply 
of provi.sionj will cost over §1,000. Al- 
ready, as a bill of faro, there are, our in- 
foriuiint tells us, four barrels of salt black 
bear, an cnormoiis(}uantity of fat porpois- 
OS, seals, halibut, frosh and dried; a great 
many strings of driod clams; also liun- 
dredsof baskets full of mussels, oysters, 
clanif., sea snails, and skimiuock (the last 
asort of fish resembling tripo) ;any qu.«.n- 
tity of crabs, dried. salt and frosh salmon; 
also gallons of molasses, several sacks of 
potitoea and Hour, with loaf bread in the 
biirgain; a large ipiantity of tea, four bar- 
rels of sugar, and a groat many other ar- 
ticles. .Several parties are out trying to 
got doer meat. In order to quench their 
thirst and for cooking purposes thoy aro 
ab(jut to engage a water eart to supply 
them. There will be givon away ono 
thousand blankuls in tho foUowiug order: 
Throo bales of white, throe bales of fancy 
and a few balos of green, and so on with 
tho other bort9;inall, 20 liidou. There 
will also be u gift of nine canoes, one of 
which is worth §100. Tho bales will be 
oijcncd on tho roof of one of the lodges 
and tho blankets thrown down to tho 
people below. The canoes will be givon 
to tho chiefs of the various tribes present 
at the feast. While assembled tho griev- 
ance of tho Cowichans will be discussed, 
Tho position of tho I'ugot Sound ."Indians 
will also bo disciussod, how thoy like the 
mode of treatment on their several reser- 
vations from tho United States Govern- 
ment, etc. It is te be hoped that the af- 
fair will go off quietly. It would bo ad- 
visable far Ca])t. Moilit to see tho chief 
and get iiiin to tell the dissatisfied ones 
that wo wish to do justice to them, and 
as Dr. I'owell will soon return with a 
clearly defined policy, it is to bo hoped 
that all troubles will be settled forever.
